REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach all of the limitations of the claimed invention including dipping the substrate 20 into a 
volume of balls of solder 16. 

The closest prior art reference to the above claimed feature is drawn to Lapastora (U.S. 
Patent 5,782,399) which shows a volume of balls of solder 32 that is placed on a substrate (in 
Fig. 7). However, the substrate is not dipped or submersed and then subsequently removed from 
a volume of balls of solder. 

Accordingly, Claims 1-3, 6, 8, 11, 13, 20, 22, 23, 26, 27, 30, 31, 36, 37, 45 and 48-53 are 
allowed.
